Police of New York Capture a Crook 
and Find Evidences That He Is 
Wanted in Chicago. 
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New York, Aug. 5.—{Special.]—During the 
trial today of Otto Schaeffer, alias “ Big 
Otto,” who is charged with burglary, two 
men were seen to enter the court-room 
whom the police recognized as old-time 
criminals. 

One was Paul Siebert, alias ‘“‘ Chicago 
Paul,’ alias Charles Blum. The;other wass« 
Ernest Lash. The men were taken to police 
headquarters, where they were searched. 
Nothing of any significance was found on 
Lash, but’ in Paul’s pockets were found 
jewelry, money, and other articles that led 
the police to believe that he can throw some 
light on the many Chicago robberies that 
have been committed of late and which 
have puzzled the detectives all over the 
country. 

Besides $445 in cash Paul had a gold watch 
set with diamonds, a gold match case, and 
several other pieces of jewelry. Two keys 
were found for safe deposit boxes in the 
vaults of the Graham Safe Deposit company 
of Chicago. 

The police of Chicago were telegraphed 
and asked to search the boxes. The num- 
bers on the keys are 1,362 and 1,361. 

The police also searched a room in which 
Siebert has been living at No. 14% Eighth 
street. There a pistol and some more jew- 
elry were found, besides evidences that Sie- 
bert has recentiy been in Chicago. The po- 
lice say that they know when Siebert came 
to the city, and have been keeping a lookout 
for him, but he was not found until today. 
The robberies in Chicago have been com- 
mitted by a long and a short man, so the 
detectives say, and there is a strong belief 


| that Siebert is the long man.

EX-GOY. GEORGE T. ANTHONY IS DEAD. 


Well-Known Citizen and Pioneer of 
Kansas Dies at His Home at Topeka 
After a Three Weeks’ Illness. 


Topeka, Kas., Aug. 5.—Ex-Gov. George T. 
Anthony died at 10:35 tonight. He had been 
ill abouf three weeks. He leaves a widow 
and one child. 

George T. Anthony was born in Mayfield, 
Fulton County, N. Y., where he received his 
education and grew up to manhood. Dur- 
ing the war he was a union soldier and arose 
to the position of Captain. He went to 
Kansas in 1869 and soon took a prominent 
part in politics. _In 1876 he was nominated 
by the Republicans for Governor and was 
elected, but ran 16,000 votes behind the 
party ticket. 

He was fought in a bitter manner by Col. 
D. R. Anthony, editor of the Leavenworth 
Times, and this was the main cause of his 
running behind. During his administration 
a fight was kept up on him and he was 
defeated for renomination. 

After leaving the Governor’s chair he en-' 


| gaged in railroading, and helped build sey- 
| eral roads, but did not accumulate a large 
| fortune.

DR. ADAM DEITZ TELLS A QUEER TALE. 


Illinois Man Imprisoned for Fifteen 
Yeurs in Iowa on a False 
Charge of Murder. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 5.—[(Special.]—Dr. 
Adam Deitz, formerly of this State, was in 
the city today on his way to his home in 
Illinois. Mr.sDeitz went West some twenty 
years ago and settled at Lanark, Ill., where 
he practiced veterinary surgery. Shortly 
after this Deitz became acquainted with a 
Mrs. Annie Hower and her husband. The 
couple soon moved to a small town near 
Cedar Rapids, Ia., and nothing more was 
heard from them until one day officers ap- 
peared in Lanark with a requisition for Mr. 
Deitz, who was charged with being an ac- 
complice of Mrs. Hower in the poisoning of 
her husband some weeks before. Deitz says 
he could not prove his innocence, because 
the woman had made a “ confession ’”’ to 
the Iowa authorities and implicated him in 
the deed. He was sent to prison for a long 
term and had served fifteen years when Mrs. 
Hower, who was also in prison, admitted 
she had sworn falsely in her first story and 
that Deitz was innocent. He was then re- 
leased and came back home to find that his 
wife, believing.him guilty, had secured a 
divorce and married again. 


LATE TIDINGS FROM PEARCE ATKINSON 


On the 20th of July the Evanston Man 
Was with Gen. Gomez's Forces 
Near Punta Priacipe. 
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Key West, Fila., Aug. 5.—[{Special.]—Two 
Cubans were picked up in the Gulf by a pilot 
boat this afternoon. They were in a smail 
dingy, and were brought to this port tonight. 
These men have important dispatches for 
the Junta. 

On being questioned about Pearce Atkin- 
son they said they knew him well, and that 
there is no truth in the report of his death.

Nadity of Bacchante, Made by the 
Sculptor for the Public Library, 
Meets with Opposition,

Boston, -Mass., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—The 
nude bronze statue of a bacchante, the work 
of Frederick Macmonnies, destined as a gift 
to the Boston Public Library by the archi- 
tect, Charles F. McKim, arrived in New 
York last week from the studio of Mr. Mac- 
monnies in Paris, and is now stored in the 
offices of McKim, Mead & White, pending its 
disposition. 

" ‘The figure is about life size, and represents 
a girl laughing as she trips along at a baby 
who sits in the fold of her left arm and 
reaches toward a bunch of grapes, which 
she is dangling above the child.

Vacht'’s Crew Blames the Steamer. 

Tne Iowa left the Goodrich line office at 
7:30 o’clock under the command of Capt. 
John Raleigh. The collision occurred just 
outside the outer northeast breakwater and 
at its southeast end. The yacht was stand- 
ing to west-southwest, making for the river, 
and the crew unanimously said that both the 
“lights were burning brightly in the rigging 
ten feet above the deck. It was the duty of 
the steamer to make room for the schooner 
under the government regulations. 

Capt. Henderson and his crew thought the 
steamer Was going to cross their bow and 
were all unsuspicious of danger when, they 
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declare, the Iowa, which had been going 
straight out, put its wheel to starboard and 
swung to port, striking the Hawthorne full 
on the port side. In landlubber language, 
the lowa turned north and struck the Haw- 
thorne in the middle of the left side. The 
Iowa had been going due east. 


Great Excitement on the Steamer. 

The collision barely shocked the Iowa, 
and only those on deck realized what had 
happened, until the endangered sailors were 
safely aboard the tug G. W. Gardner on 
their way back .to Chicago. Nevertheless, 
the deck of the lowa was a scene of wild 
excitement When the accident bécame 
“known. The steamer carried 250 passengers 
and the majority were on deck enjoying the 
cool evening breeze and watching the lights 
of the harbor. It required the utmost exer- 
tions of Capt. Raleigh and the other of- 
ficers of the Iowa to calm the fears of the 
passengers and assure them the steamer at 
least was in no danger. 

The rescue of the crew of the yacht was 
watched anxiously by the passengers and 
crew. 

As soon as the vessels came together 
Svenning Svenningson seized an anchor 
chain and climbed up to the deck of the 
Iowa. He and other sailors seized ropes 
and threw them to Svenningson’s com- 
panions. Under the government regulations, 
the Iowa was bound to hold the yacht up 
until the latter’s crew were safe. 


Criticises the lowa’s Officers. 

As soon as the collision was seen to be in- 
evitable Capt. Henderson called to Steward 
Tates, who was below, and all hands grabbed 
the fender streaks of the Iowa and held on 
until ropes were thrown them. Tates was 
the last to get aboard. Capt. Henderson 
said it was all he could do to persuade the 
officers of the lowa to get Tates at all, so 
anxious were they “to get the men aboard 
the tug so the steamer could proceed on its 
journey. 

The Hawthorne sank in forty feet of water 
as soon as the Iowa let it gé. Thé extent of 
the injury the yacht received could hot be 
ascertained in the short time of two or three 
minutes in which it hung on the bow of the 
Iowa, but it is believed it was practically 
cut in two. 

Secretary F. C. Reynolds of the Goodrich 
Transportation company was on the Iowa. 
He returned on the tug and related the facts 


in the evening he took a train for Grand

WILL UNRAVEL FRED POPPE’S DEATH. 


Witness Named Seng Is Found, Who, 
It Is Said, Saw the Delivery 
of the Fatal Blow. 


At an early hour this morning the police 
of the East Chicago Avenue Station were 
confident of having located a witness who 
can throw light upon the killing of Fred 
Poppe, who lived at No. 115 Locust street. 
The name of the witness is Seng, and he lives 
in Division street. 

Poppe ‘was assaulted last Sunday evening 
in Division street, between Larrabee and 
Sedgwick streets, by a man who is thus far 
unknown. The assault, Capt. Barcal stated, 
was witnessed by Seng, who will appear at 
the inquest today. 

Patrolman Carey of the East Chicago Av- 
enue Station was in Division street when 
the assault: occurred, and although he did 
not witness it he cameup just after the blow 
had been struck. Poppe was bleeding from 
a wound in his head. The policeman asked 
him what was the matter, and Poppe said 
he had spoken to two women who had passed 
along the street with a man, and the man 
had struck him in the facdand knocked him 
down. In falling his head struck the pave- 
ment and was cut. 

Poppe did not want anybody arrested, and 
refused the offers of assistance. 

The next morning, Monday, Poppe walked 
into the East Chicago Avenue Station and 
said he was hurt and wanted to go to a hos- 
pital. He was sent to Passavant Hospital, 
but left there when his head had been 
dressed. That was the last that was seen 
of him until he was found unconscious in his 
room and was taken to the County Hospital 
to die. 

“The witness Seng,” said Capt. Barcal, 
“will testify that Poppe insulted the two 
women on the street. That was the reason 
he refused when he was at the station to 
tell how he had been hurt. He resolutely 
refused to say anything or tell who had 
struck him.”

LION KILLS A BABY BEFORE A CROWD. 


Seizes a Child in Front of Haggen- 
back’s Show and Crushes Its Skull 
Before its Mother’s Eyes. 


Chillicothe, O., Aug. 65.—{Spectal.]—A 2- 
year-old child was killed by a lion at the 


fait grounds here today, and a panic en- 


zued, during which at least one other person 
was seriously injured. 

A portion of Haggenback’s animal show 
occuples the tent just inside the gate, and 
a big lion was chained inside the gate as an 
attraction. Evidie Hurd, a 2-year-old son of 
Thomas Hurd, who has charge of the show, 
was playing rear the lion. : 

The brute watched the child as he came 
nearer and nearer; and finally with a move- 
ment quick as lightning seized the child’s 
head in its jaws. 

The boy’s father and mother were standing 
near, and a great crowd of people was in 
front of the tent. 

The father sprang on the lion and with 
the greatest difficulty forced the beast to 
open its jaws and picked up the quivering 
form of his boy and bore it into the tent. 
There was a great cut on the forehead where 
the lion had first struck down its prey with 
its paw, and around the top of the head were 
terrible wounds made by the beast’s strong 
teeth. The skull had been crushed. 

Mrs. Hurd was frantic. Her screams ech- 
oed through the grounds for half an hour. 

The boy’s death was not instantaneous, 
and his mother sat nursing the maimed 
body and refusing consolation. 

Mr. Hurd was employed by Mr. Haggen- 
back to do the talking on the outside, and 
his wife posed as the snake charmer. The 
child had been playing near the lion in the 
care of a negro servant, who was sent to 
get a bucket of water, and when some one 
remarked to the mother that the baby was 
playing dangerously near the animal she 
replied that there was no danger, as the 
lion was perfectly gentle and would not 
harm any one. An instant later the tragedy 
occurred. 

A panic followed the outcries of Mrs. 
Hurd among the crowd surrounding tha 
tent and the people who were inside watch- 
ing the show. It was reported that the lion 
was loose and a stampede ensued, during 
which at least one person was seriously in- 
jured. 

Another child happened to be in the cage 
with fhe other lions doing an act on the 
program at the time of the accident and was 
rescued ‘from the angry beasts with great 
difficulty. They smelt the blood and became 
excited at once. The constant roaring 
alarmed the crowd on the grounds. 

The lion was a great pet and had never 
been known to attempt to injure any one 
before. It was an especial favorite with 
Hurd. 

There is a woman with the show who 
makes a regular practice of putting her head 
in the lion’s mouth, but that feature will be 
omitted from the program for some time to 
come. The lion was presented to the show 
by Robert Fitzsimmons, the pugilist. 


GET LOANS ON AN OLD WOMAN'S GOODS 


Mrs. Eliza Slobig Tells How She Was 
Taken Advantage Of by Two 
South Side Constables. 


Mrs. Eliza’ Slobig, a helpless old woman 
who lives at Twenty-third street and Cot-

T. E. McDoel, and F. Marshall set forth that 
the Grand Rapids convention, having been 
called by a majority of the County commit- 
tee of Wood County, was regular, and that 
the delegates of that convention should ba 
seated. This report represented the La Fol- 
lette faction, and in presenting it the La 
Follette men showed they were willing for 
a contest. 

There was some discussion as to whether 
the majority or the minority report should be 
acted upon. It looked for a time as if the 
convention would be in a tangle before itt 
had effected: its temporary organization. 
Delegate Fontaine, one of the contestants 
from Wood County, was in the midst of a 
speech telling the convention that a portion 
of Wood County protested against the de- 
cision of the State Central committee, when 
Judge Mead raised the point of order that he 
being a contestant had no right to speak. 
The point was sustained, and a moment later 
another delegate from the Eighth District 
turned the point on Judge Mead, as he was, 
too, a contestant. 

This incident put the convention in good 
humor, and Gen. Michael Griffin brought the 
delegates out of the labyrinth by moving 
that the report with the exception of that 
part which referred to Wood County be 
adopted and the temporary organization 
be perfected. This was adopted. 

Mr. Coe then introduced C. E. Lamoreaux 
of Ashland as the Temporary Chairman. 
Mr. Lamoreaux said in part: 
‘Gentlemen of the Convention: The time 
has again arrived when the Republicans of 
the State of Wisconsin are to nominate a 
State ticket to be voted for and elected at 

the comitfg general election.

‘*‘In 1815 Daniel Webster, in delivering a 
speech on the bank bill, said: ‘ The circu- 
lating medium of a commercial community 
must be that which is also the circulating 
medium of other commercial countries or 
must be capable of being converted into 
that medium without loss. It must be able 
not only to pass in payments and receipts 
among individuals of the same society and 
nation but to-adjust and discharge the bills 
of exchange between different nations.’ 
What was true at that time is true now. 
Therefore we must maintain our gold stand- 
ard, as it ia the standard of the commercial 
nations of the world today.

BIG MASS-MEETING AT MILWAUKEE. 


Eight Thousand People Listen to Re- 
puiiiean Speakers. 

Tom Morgan, life-long Democrat, brother 
of James Morgan, a former Democratic 
candidate for Governor, ied eight bag-pipe 
players in kilts into a mass-meeting of 8,000 
Republicans at the Exposition Building to- 
night.

Corporation Bureau®¥ Will Be Consoli- 
dated Under One Head to Facili- 
tate Management of City Affairs, 


New York, Aug. 5.—[Special.]J—~William ¢C. 
Dewitt, who, with Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Dean, is engaged in drafting a char- 
ter for Greater New York, gave out today 
copies of Chapter7 of the new charter, which 
ee to the law department of the new 
city. 

Under the proposed plan the various offices 
of Corporation Counsel, Corporation ‘Attor- 
ney, Bureau of Collection of Arrears of Per- 
sonal Taxes, etc., will be consolidated, and 
the head of the new law department will be 
the Corporation Counsel. Apparently the 
hew arrangement will save a great deal of 
complication and delay in the transaction of 
the.city business. The Corporation Counsel 
will have branch offices in the Boroughs of 
Queens, Brooklyn,.and Richmond for the 
conduct of business peculiar to those bor- 
oughs. 

The Corporation Counsel “ may appoint 
and at his pleasure remove, as many assist- 
ant Corporation Counsels as are necessary 
to the discharge of the duties of the law de- 
partment.” 

There js to be a bureau in the new law 
department to be known as the’“ Bureau of 
Street Openings,”’ which will have charge of 
all the legal work appertaining to such mat- 
ters. An Assistant Corporation Counsel for 
this line of duty will be detailed at each of the 
branch offides in the Boroughs of Brooklyn, 
Richmond, and Queens. 

All fines or money collected by this bureau 
must be paid into the city treasury. The 
Assistant Corporation Counsel at the head 
of the bureau for the collection of arrears 
of personal taxes shall give a bond in 
$10,000 for the faithful performance of his 
duty. The Corpotation Counsel is to report 
to the Mayor every year the names of par- 
ties to and objects of all suits pending in 


his department, when tommenced, and wh

Pingree’s forces entered the night session 
determined to fight to a finish before mid- 
night if possible. Suavity had been laid 
aside during the day in the Committee on 
Credentials, where Pingree and Bliss dele- 
gations from St. Clair County contended for 
recognition. The State Central.committee, 
by a vote of 6 to 5, agreed to seat the Pliss 
men. 

A substitute for both reports was offered. 
The substitute proposed to seat both dele- 
gations with the twenty-two votes of the 
county divided equally between ‘Pingree 
and Bliss. Aftera long, turbulent roll-call 
the substitute was adopted by a vote of 400 
to 402. . 

Then the Chair ruled that a substitate 
had the same effect as‘an amendment—that 
the main question*was in order—and ordered 
another roll-call. This was disputed and 
pandemonium reigned for a time. Numer- 
ous caucuses on parliamentary law were 
held. 

The vote in adopting the substitute was a 
decisive victory for Pingree. 

Before the constitutional question had 
been finally decided a motion to adjourn 
uhtil 9 o’clock carried, the Pingree followers 
voting aye. 

No Trouble About a Platform. 

Absolute harmony prevdiled over adopl- 
ing a State platform, and so far as reaf- 
firming Republican principles went, the con- 
vention was a big love-feast. The St. Louis 
platform was indorsed by a unanimous 
vote amid great enthusiasm, showing that

every claim of division among the Repub- 
lican stalwarts of Michigan is groundless. 

Up to the hour of adopting the platform an4 
receiving the names of six candidates for 
the Governorship, not one apology was made 
for the doctrine of free silver, and no single 
speaker had advocated placating the silwer 
voter. 

Michigan has gone on record as in full 
sympathy with maintaining national honor. 
All that remains to decide is who shall be 
the standard-bearer. 

Because of new hopes which arose in the 
‘breasts of O'Donnell supporters it was 
agreed to keep their candidate in the field 
to the last. While they feel cordially toward 
the Pingree delegates and are avowedly 
nearer to them than to the Bliss men, it was 
decided early this morning not to make a 
coalescence in favor of Pingree. It is still 
regarded as a possibility later on, but the 
fight is to make Editor O’ Donnell Governor 
first. If that fails out and out the scheme 
of suppofting Pingree upon pledges to push 
O’Donnell as the successor of Senator Bur- 
rows may again be trotted out and acted 
upon. 

Ruling Causes Disorder. 

Just before midnight the first travail of 
politics struck the convention. For five min- 
utes the organization resolved itself into 
coteries and rings, both upon the floor and 
platform, to settle upon the best course in 
a parliamentary fight which grew out of 
Chairman Giddings’ ruling upon seating the 
St. Clair delegation. 

He ruled that the vote carrying the sub- 
stitute for the committee’s report merely put 
that as the report before the house, and an- 
other vote would be necessary to pass it. 
The announcement of another roll-cal! 
brought a protest from the Pingree men. 

Delegates jumped to their feet and tried 
to. show the Chair he was mistaken. Some 
took appeals from the Chair. One delegate 
was recognized, and the Chairman started 
to put the motion to a viva voce vote. The 
Bliss men called for a roll-call on that mo- 
tion. So the question resdived itself intoa 
roli-call in any event. Scores of the dele- 
gates climbed upon the platform to expostu- 
late at the ruling, and at midnight parlia- 
mentary rulings were still under discussion. 
The captains and lieutenants of the various 
booms were holding councils.of war to de- 
termine how they might utilize thé situation 
to personal advantage. 

At 12:20 o’clock a. m. a motiom prevailed 
by roll-call to adjourn until 9 o’clock in the 
morning. -

SPEECH OF VICTOR M. GORE. 


Temporary Chairman Arouses the En- 
thusiasm of the Convention. 
In addressing the convention Temporary 


Chairman Gore said in part: 

“We are convened in a year fraught with 
irreconcilable political issues. It has gone 
forth that the Republicanism of Michigan 
is tinctured with heretical weakness anda 
spirit of cowardly compromise. It is ours to 
place the brand of utter condemnation upon 
this base perversion of our faith. The coun- 
try knows tuat the voice of Michigan is the 
voice of her Republican platform. We have 
the inspiration of a noble example. 

‘The St. Louis platform is the most cour- 
ageous, commanding, the most far-seeing po- 
litical document of recent years. It is Amer- 
ican from skin to coré, and there is no man 
so fit to carry it to its glorious triumph as 
the fncomparable McKinley.” 

Mr. Gore commended in detail the na- 
tional platform and devoted the bulk of 
his address to an argument for the gold 
standard principle as therein enunciated. 

He pointed to France as an example of the 
futility of endeavoring to maintain a stated 
ratio between gold and silver, and said thet 
Germany’s proud boast was that it neyer 
paid a creditor in silver who demanded 
gold. The history of the attempt of legis- 


letion to set up its unaided fiat against the. 


decrees of commerce was the history of 
impotence and uniform failure. The gold 
standard had been the most potent and per- 
sistent factor in the growth of England’s 
commerce, 

‘‘In this age of education,”’ said the Chair- 
man, * the second best will not answer. By 
a natural evolution gold sits as a Queen of 
commerce. The deeply grounded preference 
of the business world for gold is superior to 
and independent of legislation. It will sur- 
vive the blizzard of free silver coinage. Such 
a violent act by this Nation alone would not 
only intensify that preference, but would 
inevitably drive every gold dollar in the 
United States to seek winter quarters, there 
to remain so long as debased money was 
permitted to wreak its unspeakable havoc 
upon wages and savings, credits and con- 
tracts, trade and industry.”’

Claims of Candidates Are Presented 
at the Evening Session. 
When the night session got down to 


business it was quickly settled that absolute 
harmony of principles prevailed among 
Michigan Republicans. A_ resolution §re- 
affirming the St. Louis platform and de- 
nouncing Popocratic anarchy were reeom- 
mended unanimously by the Committee on 
Resolutions.

** Second—We accept and indorse the plat- 
form of the National Republican convention 
of 1896 at St. Louis, and we call upon all 
loyal citizens of the republic to unite in its 
support. 

* Third—We denounce the so-called Dem- 
ocratic national platform recently adopted 
at Chicago for its insult to our courts and 
our Judges, for its pandering to disorder and 
mob violence, for its sympathy with anarch- 
ism, for its proposal to repudiate public 
and private debts, and for its intention to 
substitute silver monometalism in place of 
the wise and liberal policy and practice of 
the Republican party, which has been and 
is for the use of gold, silver, and paper as the 
currency of the Nation. 

** Fourth—We congratulate the party upon 
the eminently wise and satisfactory selec- 
tion of standard-bearers in the present 
national campaign. We zealously empha- 
size our fealty to that distinguished Ameri- 
can statesman, William McKinley, who best 
embodies those patriotic and progressive 
expressions of economic purposes, protec- 
tion, reciprocity, and honest money, and our 
equally unreserved confidence in the ability 
and fitness of the candidate for Vice-Presi- 
dent, Garret A. Hobart.

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GRAND RALLY OF NEBRASKA CLUBS. 


Enthusiastic Republicans Attend the 


League Session—Collins’ Speech. 

Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 5.—-[Special.]—Lincoln 
did not look like a free silver or a Bryan 
town today when the delegates to the an- 
nual meet of the State League of Republican 
Clubs began to gather in Lansing Theater, 
and the hot rivalry between candidates for 
the office of. President af the league and 
their friends, which made the meeting the 
most exciting in the league’s history, indi- 
cated clearly that the Republicans of Ne 
braska are confident this is to be a Repub- 
lican year in their State and propose to do 
hard fighting to make McKinley's majority 
a stunner. 

There were 1,455 delegates from 159 clubs, 
coming from all parts of the State. 

The close race between George D. Woods of 
I.incoln and Charles E.: Winters of Omaha 
for League President developed some bit- 
especially when the partisans of 
Winters thought Woods was stuffing the 
ballot box by claiming a membership of 
4,000 and sixty-eight delegates for the Lan- 
caster County Mchinley. club. Foran hour 
and a half during the first ballot the time 
of the convention was taken up by the bitter 
protests of followers of Winters against giv- 
ing such representation to this club. 

Woods and his partisans defended them- 
selves, and everybody tried to talk at once, 
until President Collins was tired out and 
had to call Church Howe to the chair. 

Finally Woods suggested the appointment 
of a Committee on Credentials to verify’ the 
list, this formality having been dispensed 
with in organizing the convention. ° 

There was strong opposition to this course, 
and then Mr. Woods, who had received the 
largest vote on the first ballot, withdrew in 
favor of Judge William P. McCreary of 
Hastings. The ballot had stood: Woods, 
682; Winters, 681; McCreary, 228. 

Winters then withdrew in favor of Mc- 
Creary, who s elected by acclamation, 
and the har@ feeling between the Woods and 
Winters men died out at once. 

In his_address opening the convention 
President Collins scored Bryan with argu- 
ments and epigrams, to the delight of his 
hearers. 

He, said the assertions of the mineowners 
that the free coinage of silver would be leg- 
islation for the masses was false, and added, 
‘‘It is class legislation of the most vicoius 
type. Financial independence, they call it, 
is financial suicide. Relief to the people! 
It is shooting the rapids of Niagara for the 
relief which is to be obtained below the 
falls; the relief of the whirlpool. 

‘‘We appeal to history. They appeal to 
hysteria. Four years ago Mr. Bryan 
preached free trade, and reached for the 
markets of the world. He said we would 
capture them. Instead of that the mar 
of the world havecaptured us. He promised 
to remove the tariff from the workingman’s 
dinner bucket. He kept this promise, and 
removed the dinner along with it. 

‘‘This is a poor time to patronize political 
rainmakers or trust to patent medicine 
prescriptions for prosperity. 

“The Chicago candidate will need some- 
thing more substantial —— rhetorical 
rhapsody to bolster up his edifice of error. 
The truth is the crown of thorns had not 
pressed the brow of the Savior until the kiss 
of the traftor had already been pressed 
thereon.” , 

Beman G. Dawes of Lincoln and John 8. 
Webster of Omaha were elected delegates- 
at-large to the national convention of Re- 
publican clubs at Milwaukee, and district 
delegates were elected.

Walter Geer of the New York Architectural 
Terra Cotta company says every one of the 
directors and officers of his company, the ma- 
jority of whom are Democrats, will vote and 
work against the Chicago platform.

DRAWS AWAY FROM POPOCRATS. 
Committeeman Wallace Says He Can- 
not Indorse the Party. 
Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 5.—(Special.]—Hugh 
C. Wallace, National Popocratic Commit- 
teeman for the State, resigned today be- 
cause of the declarations made in the Chi- 
cago platform, which he says covertly in- 
vites riot and anarchy because of its cen- 
sure of the Cleveland administration for the 
suppression of the Debs strike riots in Chi- 

cago and elsewhere. 

The principat point made in his letter, 
however, is that under free and unlimited

CHAIRMAN HANNA HOLDS AN IMPOR- 
TANT CONFERENCE WITH HIM. 


J. Sloat Fassett Is Bearer of the Mes- 
sage Summoning the Leader for a 
Discussion of Plans in the Empire 
State—News at Once Heralded That 
the Platt Organization Is Tri- 
umphant—Spellbinding Is Not to 

/ Begin Until After State Convention, 


| New York, Aug. 5.—[Special.]—Mr. Hanna 
Sent a message to Mr. Platt today that he 
would like to have a talk with him about the 
campaign in New York State. They met 
and talked for halfanhour. Then Mr. Platt, 
cool and smiling, went his way. It needed 
no words from him to tell of his victory. 

“ The old man has hypnotized Hanna for 
sure,”’ whispered Lightning Jim Stewart to 
the bodyguard that filled the outer corri- 
dors, and the faithful rejoiced. Mr. Piatt 
was still to be the recognized boss of the 
State, and run the campaign. Whatever 
doubt there may have been as to whether 
Mr. Platt or Mr. Hanna made the first over- 
tures for their formal meeting last Saturday 
certain it is that Mr. Hanna sent for the 
“easy boss” today, and by well expressed 
deference to his views recognized him as 
the leader of New York Republicans. Mr. 
Hanna gave out the following account of 
the conference: 

‘Mr. Platt and Mr. Hackett called to con- 
fer about the time for opening the State cam- 
paign. It was decided not to begin until 
after the State convention, unless it should 
be more convenient for Gen. Harrison to 
make his speech at an earlier date.”’ 


Now that everything is harmonious Mr. | 


Hanna will leave tomorrow for Chicago. 

J. Sloat Fassett was the first caller admit- 
ted to the private office of the National Chair- 
man today. Since Mr. Fassett made his 
peace with Mr. Platt a few months ago he 
has been a most enthusiastic advocate of the 
State organization’s importance. He talked 
for half an hour about the critical condition 
of affairs up the State. Then Mr. Hanna 
appointed Mr. Fassett bearer of the palm of 
peace and good will to Mr. Platt with the 
request for an interview. National Commit- 
teemarr Scott of West Virginia went along 
to lend official weight to the embassy. 

They found Mr. Platt in his dffice, No. 49 
Broadway, and delivered their message. 
Mr. Fassett added some private informa- 
tion as to the general situation. Mr. Platt 
smiled gravely and said he would be pleased 
tg callon Mr. Hanna at8:30o0’clock. Before 
that hour State Chairman Hackett had en- 
tered the inner sanctum, where he met Gen. 
Horace Porter and Cornelius N. Bliss. They 
talked about the material side of the cam- 
paign, dealing principally with a certain 
kind of necessary ammunition. 

As the time for Mr. Platt’s appearance 
drew near there was visible excitement 
among the Chairman’s colored minions. 
Two of them scurried along the corridors, 
clearing a passageway through the crowds. 
Mr. Platt was late and the corridor guards 
grew anxious. Amasa Thornton had as- 
sembled the bodyguard. It consisted of 
George Manchester, Lightning Jim Stewart, 
and Caleb Simms, the latter in command of 
a strong detachment of colored voters. The 
guard lined up and «waited patiently until 
Mr. Platt came out. Then they fell in be- 
hind, marched into Madison Square, and 
were dismissed with Instructions to herald 
everywhere the triumph of Mr. Platt,sand 
the State organization over Warner Miller 
and his followers. 

What Mr. Hanna said and what Mr. Platt 

said will not be known. Gen. Porter and 
Mr. Bliss assured Mr. Hackett that the Na- 
tional committee would be with the State 
organization in the campaign. 
Mr. Hanna had a busy day, and as the 
weather grew warmer he began to shed 
clothes. First his coat was thrown aside. 
Then his cuffs were discarded, followed soon 
by his collar. When it came to the stjfiy 
starched white vest Mr. Hanna hesitated.

Get Encouraging Reports at Washing- 
ton Congressional Headquarters, 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—Chairman 
Babcock of the Republican Congressional 
committee is expected here in a few days. 
About the middle of the month Vice-Chair- 
man Apsley and Congressman McCall of 
Massachusetts will start on a ‘six weeks’ 
tour of the Middle West. They expect to 
visit all the State headquarters and as many 
Congressional districts as possible to make 

a personal inspection of the situation, 

At the Republican Congressional head- 
quarters letters are being received from the 
West asking for ** Bryan's free trade ” rem 
ord. These letters indicate that there is 
considerable sentiment in the West fer pro- 


tection. 

Lawyer Warren Pratt of Kearney, Neb., 
a life-long Democrat, writes that he will sup- 
port McKinley. 

Congressman Livingston of Georgia was 
at the Democratic headquarters today.

OBJECT LESSON IN CHEAP MONEY. 


Result of Having Paid Life Insurance 
Premiums with Mexican Silver. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 5.—[(Special.}—Recent 
payment of a life insurance policy by a 
company in this city furnishes a striking 
instance of the manner in which free silver 
will affect the value of policies. The casein 
question was a $10,000 policy issued in 1882 
to an American missionary in Mexico. The 
minister died recently, and his widow, in 
whose favor the policy was made, presented 
it for payment. 

When the policy was issued the insured 
had the option of paying in Mexican silver 
or United States gold. He chose the former 
and paid the first installment, in silver, then 
worth about 38S cents to the dollar. Since 
that time the premiums have been thus paid 
regularly, while silver went up and down 
in price. The other day when the policy was 
presented for payment the company paid it 
on the basis of the value of the last premium, 
which was in silver worth 53 cents to the 
dollar. Consequently the widow received 
$5,347 for the policy. Since 1882 premiums 
had been paid ranging in value from 8&8 to 34 
cents, or an average of 71 cents, so that with 
a fixed value the amount paid should have 
been $7,100. This shows a loss to the holder 
of almost $2,000. 

This loss, however, the officials of the 
company say, WHI be comparatively small 
to that incurred by the policy-holders, who 
are now paying premiums on the gold stan- 
dard, and who will have their insurance 
paid in silver should the Popocrats win in 
the fall. These, it is said, will lose almost 
one-half of their investment. 

A letter received today from FE. A. Woods, 
manager of the Equitable Life Insurance 
company, gives an indication of the state of 
affairs which would exist should free silver 
win out. Mr. Woods Is traveling with his 
wife through Canada, and says that at Hali- 
fax, where they are now stopping, American 
silver money is taken for only SO per cent of 
its face value. This depreciation in a port 
in close business relations with Boston and 
New York had resulted from mere anticipa- 
tion of Popocratic success in November.

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—W. 
D. Bynum, leader of the Provincial commit- 
tee of gold standard Democrats who meet 
here on’ Friday, said tonight that every 
State in the Whion would be represented at 
the meeting here. 

Mr. Bynum further announces that when 
the reports have been made as to the strength 
of the dissenters it will be enough to amaze 
the Popocrats. 

It is given out that State organizations 
complete will be announced at the coming 
session of the committee from twenty-three 
States, all of which represents work of less 
than three weeks. 

Among those coming from Chicago are ex- 
Mayor Hopkins, Judge Moran, and H. 8. 
Robbins,»who are exepected to form only 
part of a* large delegation. At the Denison 
House also are headquarters for New York, 
the most of the New England States, as well 
as many of the Southern States. Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, lowa, Kansas, Nebraska will be 
here. 

The impression here is;that Indianapolis’ 
chances for securing the convention are im- 
proving. So far as National Committeeman 
Wilson and Executive Committeeman By- 
num are informed, no other city will make 
an appeal for the meeting.

Samuel O. Pickens, Chairman of the State 
Sound Money League, says he will be ready 
to announce the State committee on Friday, 
with branch committees in each district.

THOMAN SPEAKS TODAY.AT WEB- 
STER COMPANY’S PLANT. 


Sound Finance to Be Advocated and 
Free Silver to Be Shown as the Ene- 
my of Employer and Employe Alike 
—Factory Owners Urged to Follow 
President Webster's Example— 
Work to Be Purely Educational and 
Not Political. 9 


T. K. Webster, President of the Webster 
Manufacturing company, will assemble his 
men at the company’s factory, Nos. 1075- 
1097 West Fifteenth street, at 4 p. m. to- 
day to hear a lecture on the money ques- 
tion. Judge Thoman, who is a gold Demo- 
crat, will be the speaker. The trerd of his 
argument to the workmen will be that free 
silver means lower wages and less work, 
while the continuance of the gold standard 
means more work and good wages. 

President Webster hopes that he will set 
the ball rolling today and that other employ- 
ers of men will follow his example and have 
educational talks given to their men om 
the financial situation by  clear-headed 
speakers. It is the design that these talks 
Shall not be of a political nature and that 
the prejudices of the Republican or Demo- 
crat shall not be awakened by any raking 
up of old questions. The idea is to show that 
if free silver is adopted by this country at 
the November election there is no doubt 
that serious consequences will fall on la- 
bor, which invariably feels monetary trou- 
bles first. The employer, when he sees trou- 
ble coming, shuts down his factory and 
waits till prosperity returns before he veni- 
ures to start up his plant again. But, in 
the meantime, the toiler, who depends upoa 
his daily work for his daily bread, suffers 
for the necessities of life. 


Not to Be Political Meetings. 
Presidcnt Webster is anxious to have these 
arguments laid before the workmen of Chi- 
cago, not at political meetings, where the 
element of partisanship is sure to creep in, 
but in tne workshops, where the men toil. 


They are to lay aside their tools for a time. 


und have words of wisdom spoken to them 
by men of unquestioned probity and sin- 
cerity. 

It would seem, were the various employers 
of labor to fallin with President Webster’s 
idea, that by next November the army of 
honest ioilers in Chicago would have a clear 
idea of the money question. They would 
understand the meaning of free silver. They 
would know of the lack of prosperity in 
countries where the white metal is the king. 
Then they would know by comparison what 
the gold standard means. They would 
know that the nations that have the gold 
Standard are the most prosperous on the 
face of the earth and that the toilers in them 
are far better off than their brothers in the 
silver countries. 

“This idea came to me because I was 
impressed so deeply with the sud®ess of the 
Same method employed when the civil serv- 
lce law was under consideration,” said Pres- 
ident Webster yesterday. ‘‘ At that time 
we gathered our men together and a short, 
earnest talk was given by Mr. Starr. It 
made a tremendous impression. I believe 
the success of the civil service law was in- 
sured by carrying on the war in this way, 
going to the people and telling them in a 
dispassicnate manner just what the situa- 
tion was. .

“ Civil service was a very desirable thing 
and we now have the law in beneficent opera- 
tion. But we are confronted by a new and 
serious situation. The advance of the sil- 
verites must be checked or a tremendous 
blow will be struck at our industrial prosper- 
ity. The question arises how best to combat 
the arguments of the white metal men. 

**It seems to me that dispassionate talks 
to the workmen in their shops will do more 
than trying to get them out to political 
meetings. The idea is not a polétical one 
with employer and employé. It J$ a matter 
of simple business in which both are inter- 


ested. The .prosperity of one means the .- 


prosperity of the other. And the adversity 
cf one means the adversity of the other. 
So what could be more sensible or more 
productive of wholesome results than the 
holding of quiet and earnest shop meetings 
to be addressed by honest men? 

*“‘T hope sincerely that the other factories 
of Chicago will follow the example of our 
company. If they will all wnite tn having 
these talks given they can feel sure of the 
vote of the workingmen for sound money. 
TI cannot emphasize too much that these 
meetings should be purely of an educational 
character. There should be 200 or 300 men 
at each gathering, and they should be made 
to feel that they are at school for the time 
being imbibing useful information.”

The Chairman said the cripples should or- 
ganize and ihterest the public at large and 
the business-men in founding a home for 
cripples in Chicago and also to give those 
able to work an opportunity to help them- 
Selves. 

* Georges Armon, who issued the call for 
the meeting, expressed much regret that 
thers were so few cripples who were i- 
terested enough in the meeting to attend. 
He said one of the purposes of a cripples’ 
héme would be to offer a shelter to railroad 


- men, who, after they had received injuries, 


were frequently forced by pressing needs to 
accept any small sum for damages as a com- 
promise. 

With a cripples’ home, where they could 
yemain while the case was being dragged 


' by the raliroad company from cne cuvurt to 


another, they might eventually receive a 
just sum for their injuries. 

, Mr. Armon emphasized his remarks by 
gestures with an empty sleeve. He had left 


an arm under a railroad freignt train, he. 


said, and felt he knew the needs of railroad 
employés. .

Under these judgments Deputy Sheriff 
Nickerson took possession of the property 
of the insolvent concern, but aftérwards sur- 
rendered it to the receiver. 

The totai liabilities are put at $125,000 and 
the assets are said to exceed this amount.

The reason I feel 
certain the Hawthorne must be badly dam- 
aged is that her foremast does not point di- 
rectly upward from the water, but inclines 
at an angle of 45 degrees. The mainmast, 
on the ether*hand, is in the position it was 
intended to be, straight. This discrepancy 
suggests that the yacht is broken badly. 

‘The method of raising the yacht will be 
this: The diver will pass ropes under the 
yaeht at a@trong place near the bow, and if 
she will hold together it will be an easy mat- 
ter for tugs to pull her along the bottom of 
the lake and Into the inner harbor where 
shallow water will be found. Then the rais- 
ing itself would be a comparatively small 
task. No commotion whatever was caused 
on shore by the collision. We did not know 
ourselves what had taken place until we 
went out to investigate the four whistles 
which sounded for a tug.” 


HENDERSON TALKS OF ACCIDENT. 
The Hawthorne Had Landed Sixteen 
People Just Before the Collision. 
“We had been out sailing all day,” said 
Capt. Henderson, “ with a party of sixteen 
people. Among them were the owners of 
the yacht, B. F. and John McConnell. There 
Were several women and children abroad. 
After cruising all day we landed the party 
at-Grace street in Lake View, and started 
for our anchorage, in the basin at the foot 
of Randolph street. All went. well until we 
arrived off the end of the breakwater. Every- 
thing was snug abroad the yacht, and al! 

lights showing. 

“We sighted the Iowa coming out the 
harbor, but as we had the right of way we 
held our course. We were headed a little 
south of west standing in on the port tack 
with the wind southwest. The steamer had 
ample room to pass us to starboard side, but 
when nearly abreast of us she headed north 
and came straight down upon us. 

“There was little time for action and he- 
_fore we could make a move to get out of its 
way it struck us. The blow came with great 
force right amidships. We saw that we were 
in a bad fix and I told the men to craw! up on 
the fender strakes of the steamer. We clung 
to them until a rope was lowered to us and 
we were hauled up on deck. We had a very 
narrow escape from drowning. It is an ex- 
perience that I*do not care to pass through 
again right away. 

“ All the men were on deck and it was a 
good thing. If any of them had been below 
they would doubtless have been crushed by 
the bow of the steamer. I cannot understand 
why the Captain of the Iowa headed his boat 
directly for us as hedid. All our lights were 
showing properly, and I cannot see that we 
are in any way to blame for the accident.” 

LL 
REYNOLDS MAKES A STATEMENT. 
Yacht Looms Up Soe Suddenly That the 
Accident Cannot Be Avoided. 

F. C. Reynolds, Secretary of the Goodrich 
line, was on the Iowa. When the Gardner 
took the crew off he decidedsto return to 
Chicago and make a report of the accident 
to the company. To J. W. Gillman, Superin- 
tendent of the line, he made the following 
statement: 

‘* We did not see the yacht until we were 
so close to it that a collision could not be 
avoided. We were going at a fair rate of 
speed when the boat was seen right under 
our bows. We struck it amidships, and it 
apparently began to sink at once. Capt. 
Raleigh, as soon as he saw what had hap- 
pened, ordered a small boat lowered away to 
.pick up the crew of the wrecked boat. Find- 
ing thaa@ fe could not free the steamer from 
the wreck he called for a tug and was final- 
ly released. The lowa was not injured as 
far as could be seen.”’ 

HAWTHORNE IS A CRACK YACHT. 
‘Long List of Trophies Won in Re- 
gattas for Its Owners. 

The Hawthorne was one of the best known 
schooner yachts on Lake Michigan. It was 
the property of B. F. and John McConnell, 
and was enrolled in both the Lincoln Park 
and Columbia Yacht clubs. It was 74 feet 
over all, 53 feet load water line, and 15 feet 
beam. It was built in 1893 at Heath's ship- 
yard at Benton Harbor. That summer it 
engaged in a memorable foul with the 
schooner yacht Crusader off the four-mile 
crib during a regatta of the Columbia club, 
in which the Crusader nearly was sunk. 

The Hawthorne always has been a winning 
boat. Up to the present season it has de 
feated everything against which it has been 
matched, ercept last fall, when it lost a 
race to Mistral.

OWNERS GRIEVE OVER THEIR LOSS, 


McConnell Brothers Deeply Attached 
to the Stanckh Hawthorne. 

The owners, John and B. F., McConnell, 
who reside near one another in Hawthorne 
place, did not hear of the accident until late 
in the evening. They were much exercised 
over the loss of their boat. 

“It was a most serviceable boat,” said 
John McConnell, “ and its loss comes to me 
as the loss of an old friend. It was thor- 
oughly stanch, being built of oak through- 
out, and was, I think, the best schooner 
yacht on the lakes.

The loss of the 
boat will seriously disarrange our plans, for 
we had a party made up to leave for Toledo 
on Saturday to witness the international 
yacht races near there. 

‘*It of course was extremely fortunate that 
the accident did not happen while we and 
our friends were on the boat. There might 
possibly have been a sad loss of life. We will 
wait and see the condition of the boat be- 
fore deciding upon any course of action.” 


DESCRIPTION OF THE NEW STEAMER 


The Iowa Unique tn That It Has Two 
Decks of Staterooms. 
Although scheduled to leave the Rush 
street dock at 7:30 o'clock it was 15 minutes 
after that before the lowa was under way. 
No special effort had been made to illuminate 
the vessel for the maiden ‘trip, but from stem 
to stern every inch of exterior shone with 
the new paint, while within the #ectric 
lights, gleaming on burnished brass and var- 
nished panels made a brilliant effect, seldom 
seen even on the finer lake vessels. All of 
the 260 passengers were on board by the time 
scheduled for starting, and on the dock 
were several officers of the Goodrich com- 
pany, together with friends who had wished 

to see the new boat start on its first trip. 

When the Captain finally took his place on 
the bridge and gave the signai to loose the 
hawsers there was little demonstration ex- 
cept the familiar scenes of friends waving 
handkerchiefs and shouting from the shore 
to those leaving on the vessel. 

The vessel was built at Manitowoc by 
Berger & Berger. The engines were fur- 
nished by C. F. Elmes, Morgan and Bulton 
streets, Chicago: the boilers by J. Mohr & 
Sons, No. 32 Illinois street: and the electric 
plant and fixtures by the Western Electric 
company. The boat measures 21S feet over 
all and forty feet beam. The engines are 
of 1,200 horse-power capacity. At the trial 
test a speed of seventeen miles an hour was 
developed, the test being exceedingly satis- 
factory to the owners. 

All modern improvements in machinery, 
steering appartus, and equipments for the 
comfort of passengers have been utilized in 
the construction of the new boat. An upper 
cabin has been added, thus giving a large 
sleeping capacity. The Iowa is the first lake 
vessel to give space to cabin staterooms on 
two decks, in this regard marking a new era 
in vessel construction. The distribution of 
staterooms in this way makes possible not 
only greater number of rooms, but also gives 
greater room for other equipments. 

The lowa makes the tenth vessel now in 
active service of the Goodrich company, this 
being the largest passenger fleet on the 
lakes. Every other day will see the vessel 
in Chicago, the regular run of the lowa being 
between Chicago and Grand Haven and Mus- 
kegon. Capt. J. C. Raleigh, formerly in 
command of the steamer City of Ludington, 
has charge of the towa, and Julius Busch- 
mann is chief engineer. 

The vessel was brought to Chicago from 
Manitowoc on Monday, arriving Tuesday 
morning. No passengers were on board 
then, with the exception of Mr. Goodrich and 
a very few specially invited guests.

MEDICS NOW IN POLITICS. 


THEY INTEND DEMANDING A NATION- 
AL HEALTH COMMISSION, 


And Will Give Their Support to the 
Candidate Pledging Himself to Cre- 
ate Such an Office—First Steps To- 
ward Organization Already Taken 
~—There Are 100,000 Physicians in 
the United States, and It Is Thought 
They Will All Band Together. 


The doctors are going to take a hand in 
national politics. ‘ 

A select few of the leading physicians in 
Chicago are the head and front of the move- 
ment. It is proposed to issue an address to 
the profession in all parts of the United 
States for the purpose of awakening general 
interest in the plan. 

At present, the promoters say, the move- 
ment is non-partisan, but it is intended to 
unite in favor of the party that will agree 
to give the medical profession the recogni- 
tion it demands. 

The doctors want a Cabinet position cre- 
ated to be known as the Department of 
Health. It is to be presided over by an 
officer to be known as the Secretary of 
Health. To the Presidential candidate who 
will promise to create this position the doc- 
tors will give their votes and their support 
in every possible way. 

The men who are behind the movement re- 
fuse to allow their names to be used at this 
time, but they say they will make everything 
public within a few days. They have pre- 
pared a formidable set of figures showing 
the strength of the proposed organization 
from a political standpoint. : 

They admit having seen certain campaign 
managers and talked the matter over in an 
informal way. Medical men of national re- 
putation in other cities are interested and 
will do everything in their power to promote 
the plans. 


Will Hold a Conference. 

A conference will be held in the near future, 
at which a dozen of the largest cities will be 
represented. In the meantime the campaign 
managers will be given a chance to say how 
they stand on the question. 

One of the most prominent physicians in 
Chicago will start on a tour of the larger 
cities tomorrow. He will visit the most in- 
fluential men of the profession in each city 
in the interest of the plan, and also confer 
with leading politicians. 

A conference was held yesterday between 
a number of prominent politicians and physi- 
Clans, and the result was said to be entirely 
satisfactory to the latter. One of them sald 
last night: ' 

‘The medical profession of the country 
has for some time recognized the need of a 
national head of some kind. One of the lead- 
ing medical societies of the country took 
Steps in that direction some months ago. A 
petition was prepared and sent to Congress, 
asking that a National Health Commission 
be provided for. 

** We intend to go further and demand that 
such steps be taken, We are strong enough 
to demand rather than petition. 


Ranks of the Medies., 


“ There are more than 100,000 doctors in 
the U-nited States. In lllinois alone there are 
15,000, and in the City of Chicago over 3,U00. 
We believe we can make our influence felt 
in favor of or against any canjiidate. 

“ This campaign will be full of surprises. 
Men in our profession who have always 
been true to party faith will divide on the 
money question, and it will be a fight where 
party lines will be less clearly defined than 
ever before. We believe there could be no 
better time chosen for our plan. Neither 
party can affort to ignore such a strong 
organization as we will be able to perfect 
within a few weeks. 

“As soon as possible we will call a repre- 
sentative gathering of men of the profession 
from all parts of the country. In the mean- 
time an effort will be made to get a pledge 
from one of the candidates. sIf all goes well 
we will have decided within a few weeks 
which of the Presidential candidates we will 
indorse. 

‘The General Government spends hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars annually on 
the Fish Commission and on the agricultural 
experiments. The matter of health ts of 
much greater importance to the people than 
either. In case of a general epidemic, such 
as a visitation of cholera, the Surged@-Gen- 
eral of the Navy would, no doubt, be called 
upon to organize a medical corps to fight the 
piague. 

Dependence of Government. 

“ There is no other government official who 
could be called upon outside of the army and 
navy. When the yellow fever plague visited 
the South th® government was forced to 
call upon a prominent medical man of Ala- 
bama to take general charge of the hospital 
work. Such’ contingencies should be pro- 
vided for in advance. 

‘‘In municipal and State affairs there is 
no government department of greater im- 
portance than the. Department of Health. 
The State Board of Health looks after the 
general sanitary conditions and protects the 
public from quacks and frauds in the pro- 
fession. The Health Department of a city 
like Chicago should be second im importance 
only to the Mayor’s office. 

‘A National Health Commission or a 
Department of Health would be fully as im- 
portant as any of the various Cabinet posi- 
tions. The idea is not new, but the leading 
men of the profession in the country believe 
the time is now ripe to demand recognition. 
It is not a selfish move, but one which the 
profession has long recognized as of great 
importance. We are willing to give up party 
affiliations for the time in order to accom- 
plish the end.” 


JOSEPH B. LAPHAM PASSES AWAY.

Pioneer Hide and Leather Merchant of 
Chicago Dies Suddenly at His 
Hotel of Paralysis.

Joseph B. Lapham, one of Chicago’s pion- 
eer merchants in .the hide and leather busi- 
ness, died suddenly of paralysis in his room 
at the Chicago Beach Hotel at 2 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. Mr. Lapham had been in 
the hide and leather business more than 
tl.irty years, and had an extended commer- 
cial acquaintance throughout the North- 
west. He was 70 years old and, although in 
rather feeble health, his death was unex- 
pected, as he.was attending to business as 
usual the day before. 

Schuyler P. Coe. 

News of the death of Schuyler P. Coe, a 
former resident of Chicago, at his home in 
Geneva, N. Y., reached this city yesterday. 
Mr. Coe was stricken suddenly Tuesday 
night and died almost immediately, the 
cause of death being unknown. Previous to 
the war Mr. Coe lived in Chicago, having 
come here in 1854, but after peace was de- 
clared he took up his residence at the old 
home'of his parents, where he has since 
lived. He was engaged in the iron business 
at the time of his death. He was a veteran 
of the war and was incarcerated in Ander- 
sonville prison. Mr. Coe was 64'years of age 
and unmarried.

MAY LYNCH THE ENTIRE FAMILY. 


Indignation at the Release of the Fa- 
ther and Accomplice of Amos 
Decker, the Boy Murderer. 


Findlay, O., Aug. 5.—[{Special.]—Amos 
Decker, the boy murderer, whose capture 
was telegraphed last night, in reality gave 
himself up of his own free will. He says he 
ran the first night to Bluffton, sixteen miles 
away, where he lay in a cornfield till dark 
last night. Then he went into the town to 
get something to eat and was told by a 
friend that his victim, George Miles, was 
dead. He claimed this was his first knowl- 
edge of the fact. He immediately deter- 
mined to return and give himself up. After 
getting a hasty lunch he left Bluffton and 
ran towards Findlay for nearly eight miles. 
His feet hurt him and he took off his shoes 
and ran barefooted. 

When half way home he met two acquaint- 
ances in a buggy, who agreed to take,him 
to the jail and avoid any possible mob. He 
said today that on the night of the murder 
he stood behind a tree and saw a number cf 
his pursuers ride by. He claims he fired 
the revolver to scare Miles, not to shoot 
him. 

Today the Mayor released Decker’s father 
and three brothers, who were held as ac- 
complices: The father held the victim while 
his son shot him. This action has so en- 
raged the residents of West Park, where all 
the parties live, that they threaten to lynch 
the whole family unless they are again 
placed under arrest. 


ALTON FREIGHT TRAINS IN A WRECK 


Steven Rogers of Chicago Is Injured 
and the Loss Is $30,000. 

Mexico, Mo., Aug. 5.—[{Special.]—This 
morning a wreck occurred one mile from 
here on the Chicage and Alton road. Two 
freight trains, wone 'a double-header, were 
following each other going toward Chicago.

THE REAL OBJECT OF THE POPOCRATS 

The Popocrats demand the free coinage 
of silver in the name of Hamilton and Jef- 
ferson. They state that the first coinage 
act of the United States, which had the 
approval of those two men, opened the 
mints to silver. So it did. 

The act of 1792 established two money 
standards. One of them was gold and the 
other was silver. But Congress in doing 
that went on the assumption that those two 
standards were identical. Congress be- 
lieved that the commercial value of the 
metal in the unit or dollar of one standard 
was the same as that of the metal in the 


other. 


of grains of pure silver—viz.: 37144—and 
declared that that number should constitute 
the silver unit of value. In the same act 
and section it was declared that 24% grains 
of gold; being one-fifteenth the number of 
grains in the silver dollar, should be the 
gold legal tender unit. These weights of 
metal were to constitute the American dol- 
lar. 

Congress did not settle on these weights, 

however, until a careful, laborious investi- 
gation had been had to find out how many 
grains of silver had the saine commercial 
value as a grainof gold. The intention was 
that the intrinsic values of the silver and 
gold dollars should be identical. Then the 
gold and silver standards would be iden- 
tical. 
Congress believed that it was possible to 
ascertain the commercial ratio of gold and 
silver; that that ratio was a fixed and un- 
varying one; and that therefore gold and sil- 
ver dollars, if equal in commercial value 
when minted, always would remain so, 

Hamilton made a painstaking investiza- 
tion, which led him to the conclusion that 
fifteen parts of silver would exchange for 
one part of gold. Satisfied that he was cor- 
rect, Congress provided for the striking of 
gold and silver coins on this basis, and, be- 
lieving they would be equal in value, made 
them legal tender equivalents for the pay- 
ment of all debts, public and private. 

If the “* fathers of the republic ” had not 
been convinced that fifteen parts of silver 
were equal in value in the market to one of 
gold they would have altered their.law to 
fit the facts. They would not have claimed 
that the facts would have altered them- 
selves to fit the law. . 

The act wf 1792 was the beginning of bi- 
inetallism in the United States. But the 
system did not work as well as was ex- 
pected for the siniple reason that fifteen 
parts of silver were not worth as much as 
one part of gold, and an act of Congregs was 
not powerful enough to make them worth 
as much. Consequently gold would not 
circulate, being worth two or three cents 
more on the dollar than the silver dollar. 

Do the Popocrats understand that? The 
United States, which had just whipped 
Great Britain, was unable to raise the price 
of silver three cents on the dollar. 

In 1834, under Jackson, Congress tried 
its hand again at establishing a bimetallic 
system; and came to the conclusion that 
sixteen ounces of silver were the commer- 
cial equivalent in value of one ounce of 
gold, and for that reason—to have-a com- 
mercial equivalent between the gold and 
silver money—adopted the ratio ef 16 tol 
as the parity of intrinsic value. 

But again a mistake was made, as the 
commercial value of the silver dollar proved 
to be. three or four cents greater than its 
legal tender value. Hence it refused to 
circulate for about forty years. 

It is new. proposed by the Popocrats, led 
by Bryan (and Altgeld in Illinois), to estab- 
lish a bimetallic free coinage system; but 
to disregard utterly the commercial equali- 
ty of the dollars of gold and silver. They 
propose to repudiate the theory and practice 
of the first Congress, when Washington 
was President and Jefferson and Hamilton 
were members of his Cabinet and prepared 
the coinage system for this country. 

These Popocrats also reject and repudiate 
the example of the Democratic party under 
Jackson; who tried to establish a bimetallic 
system on the respective commercial values 
of the two metals per weight—viz.: that 
sixteen.ounces of silver were commercially 
equal in value to one ounce of gold. They 
never dreamed of a bimetallic system un- 
der free coinage being possible on any 
other plan than by equality of value—of 
buying power. 

The Bryan-Altgeld crowd. propose, to es- 
tablish a “ bimetallic system ” whereby the 
silver dollar or unit will possess only one- 
half the intrinsic or buying power of the 
other. These Bryanites propose to confer 
on 60 cents’ worth of silver the same legal- 
tender, debt-paying power as on 100 cents 
in gold. 

They propose to require twice as* much 
worth of gold metal to be a dollar as of 
silver metal. Or, putting it the other way, 
they insist in making a half-dollar’s worth 
of silver bullion the equivalent of a whole 
dollar’s worth of gold for paying debts, 
And they dub this monstrosity “ bimetal- 
lism "’! They call the gold dollar $2 and 
they want a silver dollar of half that value. 
Both Bryan and Altgeld talk in just that 
way. 

But if the gold dollar of 23 1-5 grains of 
gold is $2, and 50 cents’ worth of silver (or 
12 gold grains’ worth of silyer) is $1) how 
can such a currency be bimetallism? What 
do these men mean by calling two standard

private individuals and corporations to pay 
their creditors. The beneficiaries of life 
insurance policies, the depositors in banks, 
the holders of mortgages—all to whom 
money is due—are to be paid in silver stand- 
ard dollars worth only half their face. 
That is the scheme of the scoundrelly 
Chicago platform. That is the purpose of 
the knaves who defend that platform. 
What would Hamilton, Jefferson, and 
Jackson have said if they had been asked 
to indorse such an infamous proposition ? 


FREE COINAGE BAD FOR THE FARMERS. 
Senator Gorman says he got a letter re- 


cently from a Popocrat stating that— 

One of the features of the pending campaign will 
be the unique method of appealing directly to the 
voters in all parts of the country. It Is proposed to 
establish a regular camp-meeting style of cam- 
paign. Tents are to be pitched in various localities 


q 
where town halls are inaccessible, and daily and 


evening meetings are to be held. These 
meetings will last for a week or ten days, 
and during that period there will be reading of the 
scripture, hymn singing, and lectures on the money 
question. 

Just what will the lecturers preach about? 
Will they go into the subject thoroughly or 
discuss only certain phases of it? 

No doubt. they will dilate on the benefit 
cheap money prices will be to farmers who 
are heavily in debt. But will the camp- 
meeting orators explain how the millions 
of farmers not in debt and who have money 
out at interest are to be benefited? 

There are four and a half million farms 
in the United States, and there are about 
two and a third million mortgages on farm 
lands. There are often two or more murt- 
gauges covefing different parts of the same 
farm, bought at different tirfies. So the 
number of farms which are entirely unin- 
cumbered is nearly two-thirds of the whole 
number of farms. 

There are about three million farm-own- 
ers who are clear of debt, many of whom 
huve money loaned out at interest. If a 
free eoinage law should be passed these 
farmers would get back only half the money 
they have loaned: How can it befor their 
advantage that that should happen? 

Of the farm mortgages in force now 56 
per cent represent the remainder of the 
purchase money due. In most cases the 
sellers were old farmers, who disposed of 
the whole or a portion of their land either 
to strangers, or to sons, sons-in-law, or 
nephews on easy time payment, 

These old farmers, baving disposed of 
their land, have moved to the county seat 
or to some neighboring town or village, ex- 
pecting to pass the remainder of their days 
there peacefully enjoying the fruit of their 
labors. 

iow are they to be made more comforta- 
ble by being paid principal and interest in 
cheap 50-cent silver dollars? How can 
they be expected to vote for free coinage 


when it will cut into their savings and their 


incomes? How are the free coinage lect- 
urers going to convince them it is their duty 
to vote for Bryan and poverty?

There will meet in the City of Mexico on 
next Monday a congress of representatives

ments have already signified their intention 
of being present officially, and it is Delieved 
that peither the United States nor the Re- 
public of Brazil will be absent. .. 

The prime object of the meeting is the 
erection of the Monroe doctrine into inter- 
national law so far as thiS may be done 
without the assent of Europe. This has 
the hearty support of President Diaz, who, 
in a recent message to the Mexican Con- 
gress, extolled the North American pro- 
nunciamento as a necessity. DPresident 
Crespo of Venezuela declares officially his 
entire adherence to the principle postulated 
by Monroe, President Alfaro expresses a 
wish for its universal recognition in glowing 
language, and the attitude of the United 
States is sufficiently known through the 
recent correspondence of Lord Salisbury 
and Secretary Olney. 

So strong, indeed, is the feeling for this 
later declaration of American independence 
that the action of the coming congress may 
be predicted with confidence. And after 
a formal statement that the doctrine of 
Monroe has been officially adopted by the 
free governments of the three Americas it 
will be foolhardy for any European power 
to call it in question. 

Though this new Pan-American Congress 
will lack botix through numbers and dignity 
the brilliancy attendant upon the great 
gathering in Washington in 1LSS¥ it bids fair 
to prove itself even more worthy of the de- 
votion and affectionate remembrance of a

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THE MEN WHO CAN BE ROBBED. 

The Temporary Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State convention which met at Mil- 
waukee yesterday stated the free eoinage 
case correctly when he said the government 
could take 50 cents’ worth of silver and 
stamp it as a dollar, but that, strong as the 
government is, it could not compel the peo- 
ple to use it as a dollar. 

It can compel creditors to receive it for debts al- 
ready contracted; it can compel the widows and 
orphans of the men who gave their lives for their 
country to accept a 50-cent dollar for what it owes 
and has agreed to pay them, but it cannot compel 
your groceryman to sell you $1 worth of suger fora 
dollar worth only 50 cents. 

The man who can be forced to take the 
free coinage. dollar at its face value is the 
man who has sold something aud has not 
been paid fob it. He is under the thumb of 
the government, It can enact lawe the 
effect of which will be to make him give the 
debtor a receipt in full, though only half has 
been paid. 

The government has no such hold on the 
man who has something to sell but has not 
disposed of it. The grocer cannot be made 
to take a particular kind of money in ex- 
change for his sugar if he does not want 
to. He cannot be made to sell as much 
sugar for a silver dollar as for a gold dollar 
if he does not wantto. He can discriminate 
against any kind of money as much as he 
pleases, 

Bryan and Altgeld propose that a raid 
shall be made on those men who have been 
foolish enough to put themselves in the 
power of the government. Those persons 
who, relying on the protection of the laws, 
have sold property on time or have loaned 
money are to be “ held up” by the govern- 
inent and cheated out of half their property. 

This is the honorable business in which 
Bryan, Altgeld, and their followers are en- 
gaged at present. 


WILL INSIST ON THE SWINDLE. 
Mr. Edward Atkinson asks this question: 
If we agree to open the mints of the country to 

the free coinage of. silver dollars at 16 to 1, and to 
enact a free trade provision In that coinage act 
that every man in the community may be at lib- 
erty either to take or to refuse such silver dollars 
when tendered him, will you accept our proposal 
and give up your force bill or act of legal tender 
by which you propose to deprive this community 


of free trade in money? 

They will not accept the proposal. They 
will not waive the demand in the Chicago 
platform that their 16 to 1 free cvinage dol- 
lar “shall be a full legal tender equally 
with gold for all debts, publie and private.” 

If the free coinage silver dollar were to 
be worth as much as the gold dollar it would 
not be necessary to make the former a legal 
tender. All creditors would take it gladly. 
Even Altgeld would take it for rent, though 
his leases cailed for payment in gold. 

But the Bryanites know the free coinage 
16 to 1 dollar will not be worth as much as 
the gold dollar. Hence they propose to ram 
it down the throats of creditors with a legal 
tender clause. 

A forced circulation is to be given those 
dollars by compelling creditors to receive 
them at their face value. Merchants and 
others who have goods to sell cannot be 
compelled to take those dollars at a false 
valuation. Those persons who ure unfort- 
unate enough to be creditors can be made to 
take them. ;

ANOTHER BESSEMER IRON MINE CLOSED. 

Ironwood, Mich., Aug. 1.—The officials of the 
Tilden iron mine at Bessemer receivec instruc- 
tions from New York yesterday to close down 
the mine. President Rand gave as the reason 
that it was impossible to make sales on account 
of the free silver scare among Eastern capitalists. 
The Tilden mine employs about 60U men. The 
Newport mine has reduced its force from 800 to 


5&0 men.

WHAT YALE LEARNED AT HENLEY. 


Wide Blades Will Not Do in a Hot 
Race, 

Ilarper’s Weekly: The Englishmen have 
discovered that the strain and pressure upon 
oarsmen pulling wide blades in short,-pun- 
ishing races are too severe to be carried 
wthrough to the end. With their oars nar- 
rowed the men can pull a longer stroke and 
use a longer stick, getting increased leverage. 

Every English coach at Henley has told me 
that the chief cause of Yale’s defeat was 
these wide blades. Bob Cook believes this 
thoroughly. He had made a set of English 
oars with blades an inch narrower than those 
his ‘crew was using, but there was not time 
for the men to accustom themselves to the 
change. The British oars were balanced 
differently and felt awkward. The ease 
with which they tore through the water was 
surprising and disturbing. 

Even Cook did not realize what English 
oars might) have done until Leander had 
pulled home a length and a quarter ahead of 
the Yale‘eight. Yale has been brought up to 
date by this expedition, and the things which 
have been proved wrong will be thrown over- 
board without foolish fear that in so doing 
there is disloyalty to the university and its 
traditions.

State Board of Live Stock Commission- 
ers Reports to Gov. Altgeld. 


Springfield, Ill.,. Aug. 5.—[Special.]—The State 
Board of Live Stock Commissioners held its an- 
nual meeting today. A statement relative to the 
inspection of cattle for the two years ending July 
23, 1896. was laid before the Governor. It.is as fol- 
lows: 7 

** We, the undersigned, members of the Board of 
Live Stock Commissioners, submit to you herewith 
a condensed statement covering the two vears end- 
ing July, 23, 1896, and referring to that portion of 
our duties appertaining to the inspection of cattle 
at the Union Stock-Yards, Chicago. 

~ Soon after this board took charge it was ap- 
parent to us that a great imposition was practiced 
on the public under the pretext of cattle inspection 
at these yards. We were much perplexed as to 
what method to pursue in order to put an end to 
these practices. Finally, with the aid of your sug- 
xestions and the assistance of the Live Stock Ex- 
change, the plan now in vogue was adopted, and we 
are safe in saying it has operated entirely satisfac- 
tory with but few exceptions.

LINE IN NEW CONTROL. 


SUBURBAN ELECTRIO NO LONGER 
CONTROLLED BY C. 8S. LEEDS. 


—— 


New Construction Planned for a Con- 
nection with the Company’s Leased 


Lines—Inclined Plane Connections 


with the Two Elevated Ralilroads— 


Bonds in Some Demand in Chicago— 
Stock Exchange May Not Be Opened 
Until September. 


The Suburban Construction comipany, 
which is building the Suburban rallroad, is in 
new control. C. 8. Leeds, who has been the 
President of the Construction company and 
the prime mover in the Suburban railroad, 
has resigned, and H. N. Cooper, Vide-Presi- 
dent, is now acting in the capacity of Presi- 
dent. Mr. Leeds has énded his official con- 
nection with the company, but he still has an 
interest in the way of stock in the enterprise. 
The Suburban railroad is to operate a line 
connecting with the Lake Street and the 
Metropolitan Elevated railroads, and run- 
ning through the Towns of Berwyn, La 
Vergne, Riverside, Grossdale, and La 
Grange.” It is to be an electric road, laid with 
heavy rails, and equipped with heavy motor 


cars, designed to‘make fast time. 


A power-house was to have been built on 
Salt Creek, in the Town of Grossdale, but 
this plan has now been changed, and it will 
be built at the intersection of Harlem ave- 
nue and Twenty-second street, where ground 
has been purchased for that purpose. The 
site of the power-house has been staked out, 
and plans have already been drawn for the 
Station. It will be a plain building, and will 
be equipped with dynamos. of sufficient 
power to operate the entire system. 

The Suburban has a lease of the Chicago, 
Harlem and Batavia and the Chicago and 
Southwestern rilroads, which are owned 
and are now operated by the Chicago and 
Northern Pacific for its suburban service. 
The Chicago and Southwestern runs to 
the Harlem race track, and the Chicago, 
Harlem and Batavia runs through the Towns 
of Austin, Ridgeland, Oak Park, and Har- 
lem under the terms of the lease the Sub- 
urban may take possession any time up to 
Nov. 15, when the leasé becomes operative. 
These lines will be operated electrically, and 
will be made a part of the Suburban’s sys- 
tem. The company pays $20,000 a year for 
the exclusive use of the Chicago, Harlem and 
Batavia and trackage rights on the Chicago 
and Southwestern. 


New Construction Now Planned. 

A connection will be built running from the 
west end of the Chicago and Southwestern 
to the completed track of the Suburban 
from La Grange east to Grossdale. In ad- 
dition to this completed portion, which is 
two and one-half miles in length, double 
track, the company has built one mile of 
track on Robinson avenue, between Twelfih 
and Twenty-second streets. This line will 
north to Lake street and an- 
cther line will be built.on Harrison street 
from Robinson avenue to West Forty-eighin 
Ftreet, Where a connection will be made with 
the Metropolitan “LL.” The line running 
north of Robinson avenue will connect with 
the Lake Street “ L.”’ It is the intention to 
build inclined planes at the connection with 
each of the elevated roads and to land pas- 
sengers on the elevated. platforms. The 
Suburban road now has a franchise permit- 
ting it to build these inclined planes. Tie 
line from Twelfth street to Lake will be 
cne mile in length. The amount of track 
required for a connection between the Chi- 
cago and Southwestern and the completed 
portion running from Grossdale to Le 
Grange will be two and three-quarter miles. 
When this {is completed and the connections 
are made with the elevated railroads the 
Suburban will have a system of some twen- 
ty-five miles of double track road. It is 
expected to have the line in operation py 
Nov. 15, though the lines leased from the 
Chicago and Northern Pacific may be oper- 
ated temporarily by steam. 

Chicago as a Bond Market. 


Houses which deal in bonds report there is 
no general demand for that class of securi- 
ties. One of the principal bond houses in 
Chicago, however, made sales of bonds to 
the amount of $1,252,000 during the month of 
July and over orte-half of this sum was sold 
in the last half of the month. The net sales 
of this bond house for July, 1895, were $2,105,- 
228, but. July of last year was one of the best 
months in the history of the concern, The 
general demand for bonds has been light, 
though there is no special pressure from 
holders. Chicago has always been one of the 
best bond markets in the country and two 
of the largest bond houses in the United 
States have their main offices here. The 
demand for bonds in Chicago has been main 
tained better than the demand in Eastern 
cities. 

THE TRIBHNE was unwittingly led into an 
error in the statement regarding gold ship- 
ments made to the Bank of Montreal by the 
Chicago branch of that institution. The 
statement was made that gold accounts had 
been opened with customers and six months’ 
time certificates had been issued, payable 
in gold, and bearing interest at the rate of 
8 per cent. No gold accounts have been 
opened by the Bank of Montreal and there 
have been no shipments of gold made from 
Chicago to Montreal. The bank has refused 
to open any gold accounts with depositors. 
TRIBHNE was misinformed and has 
done an injustice to the Bank of Montreal 
which itis glad to rectify. 

The directors of the West Chicago Street 
railroad company yesterday declared a 
Guarterly dividend of 1% per cent, payable 
Aug. 15, to stockholders of record Aug. 5. 

Exchange Will Not Open Soon, 

The question of the opening of the Chicago 
Stock Exchange Is being generally discussed 
by .members. No hint has been given by 
members of the Governing committee as to 
any day set for an opening, and to the con- 
trary it is said the chances for the exchange 
being opened within the next few days are 
exceedingly slim. In the opinion of some of 
the largest brokerage houses the Stock Ex- 
change will not be open during the month 
of August. The failure of the Moores in 
the Diamond Match and New York Biscuit 
deal was of a character which will require 
a long time to straighten out. The state- 
ment of the Moores is not yet completed, 
and it is not probable it will be for some 
daystocome. Large loans were made by the 
Moores in the East, and arrangements must 
be made for carrying these loans and for pro- 
tecting the stock, wh was put up as col- 
lateral, before the exchange can be opened. 
if it should be Opened before all the arrange- 
ments had Been completed the good result- 
ew from having been adjourned would be 
ost. 

When it is opened it is probable it will be 
for the sale of stock regular or for delivery 
in a specified number of days. There is a 
growing feeling that account trading should 
be done away with for the present at least. 
On the New York Stock Exchange all stocks 
are bought and sold subject to delivery the 
foilowing day, and where a broker sells 
stock short he must borrow the stock and 
make delivery the samé as though the trade 
was a regular one. On the Chicago Ex- 
being delivered the followita aay nad ites

REGULATIONS AS TO FILLED - CHEESE. 


Commissioner Miller Issues Orders for 
the Enforcement of the New Law— 
Goes Into Force on Sept. 4. 


-_-—---— 


Washington, D. C., Aug.: 5.—[{Special.]— 
Commissioner Miller of the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau of the Treasury has issued a 
series of regulations for the enforcement of 
the provisions of the ‘‘ act defining cheese, 
and also imposing a tax upon and regulating 
the manufacture, sale, importation, and ex- 
portation of ‘ filled cheese.’ ”’ 

These regulations prescribe the day the 
act goes into effect, Sept. 4, 1806, all filled 
cheese in the hands of dealers must be in 
wooden packages of not less than ten pounds 
each, and every dealer must make, under 
oath, a written inventory (which may be 
sworn to before a Collector or Deputy Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue) of all packages 
on hand on that date containing ten pounds 
or more of filled cheese. 

Among other things the regulations fur- 
ther prescribe “ the dealer will also procure 
from the Collector of Internal Revenue and 
affix to each package the proper tax paid 
stamp. The dealer will then cancel the 
stamp. 

“Sept. 4, 1896, internal revenue officers 
will travel over their respective districts, re- 
port the stock In the hands of dealers, and 
seize all that is not found duly marked, 
branded, or stamped. 

“The Collector will keep a record of all 
filled cheese produced tn his district, and of 
the quantity removed from manufactories 
for consumption or sale. He will also render 
to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
a monthiy return of production, withdraw- 
als, and stock on hand.

BANKERS AND STOCK EXCHANGE 
COMMITTEE REST ON THEIR OARS. 


7 Brothers Busy Untangling Their Spec- 


ulative Snarl and Expect to Make 
a Statement in a Day or Two—Pur- 
posed Syndicate Likely to Control 
Diamond Match Company—Lurid 
Story About Armour Is Denied— 


French Contract Defended. 


Moore Bros. have not yet completed their 
statement. When it is completed it will be 


+turned over to the members of the special 


committee appointed by the Governing com- 
mittee of the Stock Exchange to arrange a 
basis of settlement between the Moores and 
others who have been interested in the deal 
in Diamond Match an@ New York Biscuit 
stock. The members of this committee, 
however, have been given an approximate 
statement of the condition of the Moores, 
and a tomplete statement will be given the 
members of the committee within the next 
day ortwo. This statement will not be made 
public. Even the members of the Governing 
committee will not have the full statement, if 
present intentions are carried out. Only the 
members of the special committee, the 
Moores themselves, and the bankers and 
capitalists most deeply interested will be 
givena view of this document. 

There will be a meeting of the Governing 
committeeof the Stock Exchange at 2 o’clock 
thisafternoon. There wasa meeting at 9a. m. 
yesterday,'and another at 3 p. m., but the 
special committee had nothing to report at 
either meeting. It is not likely, according 
to members, that the special committee will 
have any report to make today at 2 o’clock 
other than one which will be general in char- 


acter. 
Limit of Committee’s Labors, 

The committee will continue its labors un- 
til a basis of settlement ie reached and un- 
til the settlement is made. When this has 
been accomplished the committee will have 
ended its labors, and the Stock Exchange 
will be ready to be reconvened. Members 
of the committee yesterday spent a good por- 
tion of the day with the Moores. 

William H. Moore, who has been East for 
six weeks, reached Chicago yesterday morn- 
ing, and spent the day in his office aiding 
in the work of untangling the tangle. 

So far no syndicate has been formed to 
take the stock of the Diamond Match com- 
pany and the New York Biscuit company, 
which has been deposited with banks and 
trust companies, and with capitalists as 
security for loans. There isstill talk of such 
a syndicate, and those interested express 
the belief that there will be no difficulty in 
forming one which will do the work for 
which it is to be called into existence. If 
such a syndicate is formed it will take all 
the stock offered at a fixed price, probably 
at from $160 to $180 a share. This will pre- 
vent the stock being thrown upon the mar- 
ket by the banks and the demoralization 
which would necessarily follow. It would 
necessarily be of advantage to all banks 
and to the individuals who were hoiders of 
stock. Therefore, such a plan would meet 
with favor at the hands of all concerned. 


Condition Warrants a Syndicate. 


It is argued that the condition of the prop- 
erty is such as to warrant a syndicate in tak- 
ing such action. The Diamond Match com- 
pany is now earning in the neighborhood of 
17% per cent upon its capital stock, and there 
is the probability of. largely increased re- 
turns as a result of the European contracts, 
which are now in prospect. On this show- 
ing it is argued the stock is worth. more than 
the price to be set by the syndicate at which 
stock will be taken. It is believed a syndi- 
cate could perhaps obtain the control of the 
capital stock and as such have the man- 
agement of the company in future. At the 
figures which gossip has fixed the present 
earnings would well justify the buying of 
the control at these prices. 

It is certainly to the interest of those con- 
cerned, who have large amounts of stock, 
to have a strong syndicate formed for the 
purpose named. They could be counted upon 
therefore to give their support to such a 
movement, and this it is believed will have 
the effect of bringing about the formation 
of such a syndicate. 

W. H. Moore Arrives and Talks. 

William H. Moore, who arrived in Chi- 
cago early yésterday morning, went at once 
to his office, where he met his brother, 
James H. Moore, the two being closeted to- 
gether for some time. At the end of the 
conference the special committee called and 
there was another conference. After this 
conference with the committee had ended 
William H. Moore said: 

‘‘| have been back so short a time Iam 
unable to make any statement of our trouble 
which would be at all adequate. Neither I 
nor my brother knows exactly what the 
situation is and will not until the statement 
is completed and we arrive at some, basis 
for settlement. I can say, however, that I 
am still as much of a believer in Diamond 
Match as I ever have.been and I expect to 
see the stock sell at a higher figure than 
has ever been obtained for it. I believe 
when the matter is adjusted finally and the 
stock exchange is opened again you will 
see there will be no break in the price of 
Diamond Match. It is too good a security 
to be slaughtered and there is no occasion 
for such a slaughter. The company is earn- 
ing big dividends on its capital stock, and 
the prospects for the future of the com- 
pany never were brighter. I feel if times 
had not become so bad and money so scarce 
Diamond Match would still be wanted at 
a high premium.” 


Armour Story Is Denied. 


There was a story printed by one of the 
afternoon papers yesterday that the down- 
fall of the Moores had been brought about 
through short selling on the part of P. D. 
Armour. It was said in this story P. D. 
Armour had 5,600 shares of Diamond Match 
Stock and that he had become convinced 
some time ago the deal would fail to be 
carried through, and that he not only sold 
his 5,000 shares, but had sold short a big 
lot of stock. This story was denied by Mr. 
Armour and by the Moores. The Moores said 
they did not believe Mr. Armour had done 
anything of the sort in fact, that it could 
not be done successfully without’ their 
knowledge. They said those who had been 
interested in Match either in the way of 
helping on with the buying of stock or in 
loaning money on stock had been eminently 
fair in all their dealings with them. 

John W. Doane and George M. Pullman, 
who were said to be more or less interested 
in Dtamond Match, are expected home to- 
day. They will take a prominent part in the 
clearing up of affairs. 

There is one thing about the failure of the 
Moores which makes it probable a settle- 
ment will be reached speedily. That is the 
financial standing of those who are most 
deeply interested. This will make it a com- 
paratively easy matter to underwrite the 


. Stocks, should such a scheme be advisable. 


There will be very few people hurt by the 
failure who cannot well afford the loss. 


Some of the Brokers Hard Hit. 


One of the unfortunate features of the 
failure were some purchases of the stock 
on the last day the exchange was open on 
which no margins were put up. It had been 
customary to send checks for margins at 
the close of the day’s business, but none 
were sent on Monday. Therefore’ the 
brokers who executed Diamond Match or 
New York Biscult orders on the last day 
are practically out the difference between 
the sum paid and the price at which Match 
will sell at the reopening of the exchange. 
Some of them were hit rather hard, though 
it is not believed there will be any failures 
as a result. 

Gossip still goes the rounds about the 
Diamond Match company and the contract 
it has made with the French Government. 
Edwin Gould, the President of the Con- 
tinental Match company, has been out after 
the Diamond Match company with a sharp 
stick. He has been giving out information 
freely of late regarding the French con- 
tract. His assertion is that the contract 
never has been closed. President Barber, 
who is now in Parijs, wired yesterday that 
the Continental Match story was a fabrica- 
tion, and that’ no doubt existed as to the 
complete carrying out of the contract as 
made. 

Gould Answers with a Letter. 

This was sent to New York and shown to 
Mr. Gould, who presented in reply to it a 
letter from the Director-General of Public 
Works in regard to the contract with the 
Diamond Match company. The translation 
of this letter sent out by Mr. Gould read as 
follows: 

“I have the honor to inform you that I 
have submitted your proposal. o the Min- 
ister of Finance, and that he has decided to 
send Mr. Richard, one of the match machin- 
ery engineers in our service, over to examine 
Mr. Gould’s continuous process match ma- 
chinery.

Farmer Disposes of Rare Coins at Par 
Thinking Silver Will Depreciate. 
Portsmouth, O., Aug. 5.—-(Special.]—George 
Ashbrook, d old Scioto County farmer, 
walked fifteen miles to this city today, carry- 
ing $520 in silver in a sack. He was nearly ex- 
hausted when he arrived, as his load weighed 

about thirty pounds.

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MAGNATES IN A WRANGLE 


TRUESDALE AND STICKNEY GIVE 
POINTERS IN CROOKEDNESS. 


They Have a Tilt Before the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission and 
Their War of Words Proves an Eye- 
Opener to the Inquisitors—No Room 
Left for Doubt That Certain Roads 
Have Been Guilty of Violation of 


the Law.

* ‘Bvidence was obtained at yesterday’s 
hearing before the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission that left no room for doubt that 
certain roads and shipping firms have been 
manipulating grain rates at Kansas City, 
and that the varying transit rate was being 
used as acoverforcutrates. | ; 

During his examination yesterday morning 
W.'S. Truesdale, Vice-President and Gen- 
eral -Manager of the Rock Island, expressed 
the. belief that the Anglo-American Pro- 
vision company of Chicago had been a large 
beneficiary of the cut rates. As the Chicago 
Great Western has had large dealings with 
that firm President Stickney of the Great 
Western thought he could see an indirect 
accusation against his road and hurled back 
defiance at Mr. Truesdale, indicating that 
the Rock Island “is not the innocent lamb 
it professed to be. 

H& expressed the belief that the Rock 
Island has had deals with Counselman & Co. 
which would hardly look well if subjected to 
the X rays of the commission’s inquisition. 
The episode between the two railroad mag- 
nates gave the Inter-State Commission a 
pointer which they proceeded to utilize and 
which may enable them to strike “ pay dirt ”’ 
before the present investigation is ended. 

Summonses were issued for Fowler Bros., 
who dre interested in the Anglo-American 
Provision company, and also for Broker 
McNeill and Alexander Nicol, who shipped 
the grain from Kansas City. Charles Coun- 
selman was also summoned to appear be- 
fore the commission today and state what 
he knows about the alleged deals of his 


sfirm with the Rock Island. 


W. H. Truesdale was on the stand all 
morning. Commissioner Knapp took the 
witness and got from him all he knew about 
‘the abuses of the varying rate period. 
a _ Wants Specific Facts. 
- “On what do you base your charge*’ 
inquited the Commissioner. 

“On the fact that the representatives of

City and buying expense bills without ref- 
erence to the amount they called for. Our 
road was not getting any of the business 
and I had occasion to look into tne matter.” 

“What roads hauled the grain?” . 

“That I do not know.” 

“Who compose the Anglo-American Pro- 
vision company?” 

“TI do not know,” said the witness, “ ex- 
cept that Alexander Nicol was the one, with 
Broker McNeill of Kansas City, whoshipped 
‘the grain, and I understand Fowler Bros. 
have something to do with the company.”’

Mr. Truesdale was led over the same 
ground as Mr. Biddle on Tuesday morning 
and his testimony was of the same character.

He was shown a statement in 
the report:of his company giving three ship- 
ments to Coynselman & Co. of Chicago on 
the same day at different rates.

DEATH OF P. §. ABBOT CONFIRMED. 


Well-Known Young Man from Milwau- 
kee Killed While Climbing Mount- 
ains in British Columbia. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 5.—A dispatch re- 
céived at the Boston agency of the Wiscon- 
sin Central railroad from Laggan, B. C., 
this morning, states that Philip 8S. Abbot, 
assistant attorney of the company, was fa- 
tally injured yesterday by falling over a 
precipice: Mr. Abbot lived in Milwaukee, 
where his office is. He was well known in 


Boston. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 5.—The news of the 
death of Philip Abbot was a terrible shock 
to his relatives and friends in thiscity. Mr. 
Abbot was a great student of geology and 
was ‘passionately fond-of mountain climbing. 
He left Milwaukee on July 25 in company 
with Prof. C. C. Ray of Tuft’s College, 
Cambridge; C. R. Thompson, a railroad 
friend of Chicago; and another friend, whose 
name is not known here. 

The object of the trip was to climb the 
mountains about Banff, and they were to 
make headquarters at Laggan, which is 
thirty-four miles west of Banff Hot Springs, 
and about 856 miles west of Winnipeg, in the 
heart of the Rockies., They expected to 
make excursions from that point at inter- 
vals for a few weeks, and it was upon one 
of these .perilous journeys that Mr. Abbot 
met his death. The deceased was 29 years 
of age, and was the eldest son of Edwin H. 
Abbot, who for many years has been at the 
head of the Wisconsin Central company, 
and is at present its President. 

While in college and the law school Mr. 
Abbot stood in the front rank. He grad- 
uated from Harvard College and Harvard 


Law School With the very highest honors. 


and at the head of his class in each depart- 
ment. He was among the literary men in 
the school and had charge of the Harvard 
Monthly, one of the important publications 
of the law -school. He was editor-in-chief 


‘of the Harvard Law Review, the most covet- 


ed honor given to a law student. 


BRAZIL A GOOD FIELD FOR BICYCLES. 


English and French Makes Fill the 
Market and Command Large Prices 
—Customs Duties Very High. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—[Special.j— 
Brazil seems to be a good fleld for bicycle 
business, judging from a recent report by 
the French Consul at Sao Paulo, . 

‘*Since the opening of the Paulo bicycle 
rink,’”’ says this Consul, * inaugurated in 
September, 1895, the trade in bicycles, tri- 
cycles, and similar articles has taken a con- 
siderable extension in Sao Paulo, in which 
the population, exceeding. 180,000 inhabit- 
ants, composed of every nationality, tends 
to develop all kinds of sports. The first 
machines were imported about nine or ten 
months ago of French and English manufac- 
ture, for racing and ordinary use. They 
brought very. high prices. The English 
wheels were worth from $200 to $220 and the 
French wheels about $10 to $20 less. Today 
the quotation prices for bicycles is some® 
what lower; English.make for racing $160; 
for ordingry use, $140; French make for rac- 
ing, $150; for ordinary use, $136. 

Italian bicycles, though selling as high as 
the others, are not so much in favor; very 
few of them are seen besides those intro- 
duced by the Velocipedist club. All mas 
chines used .have pneumatic tires. Except 
the mechanic employed by the club above 
mentioned, there is no person in the city 
that either repairs or sells tools, exchang- 
ing pieces. It would seem that manufactur- 
ers of bicycles would find great advantages 
in entering in direct communication with 
the Velocipedist club of Sao Paulo and ad- 
dressing their letters to its President, Mr.

But what would offer the best chances of 
success for manufacturers desirous of se- 
curing the benefits of trade almost new in 
Sao Paulo would be to send one or two in- 
telligent agents thoroughly: acquainted with 
the business and able to set up the bicycles 
shipped in sections, repair them, fix and re- 
plaee any part needed or injured. 

Customs duties on bicycles are particu- 
larly high; they are ad valorem and repre- 
sent 48 per cent of the reeognized value of 
the bicycle, with 60 per cent additional of 
the original tax. For instance, a bicycle 
quoted at $60 would have to pay $28.80 du- 
ties, plus 60 per cent on the $28.80, 


NEARING THE SOCIALISTIC IDEAL. 


Prof. Moses of the University of Cal- 
ifornia Says That Is the Tend- 
ency of Present Life. 


Prof. Bernard Moses, who is at the head of 
the Political Science Department of the 
University of California, delivered a lecture 
before a large audience in Cobb Hall yes- 
terday afternoon on the “ Laborer’s Expec- 
tation of Socialism.”’ 

He took a hopeful view of the situation, 
and said the fact that many persons in all 
nations were seeking to realize some phase 
of socialism was sufficient evidence that 
they expect through this means relief in 
their present condition. 

“Men of this decade,” said the lecturer, 
** have an increasing faith in the efficiency 
of the government as an agent, and are 
finding more and more the things they can 
do by coéperation. This indicates that in 
the society of today there is a movement 
towards a condition akin to that contem- 
plated in the socialistic ideal.”

Murphy told Capt. Elliott that he 
lived at No. 153 Forquer street and that he 
had been down-town on a shopping tour 
with his wife. He said he had beeome sép- 
arated from his wife, who had the other 
child, and that the little girl had fallen on 
the sidewalk and hurt herself. After the 
Humane Society had been notified and had 
promised to inquire into the case the man 
was ali@wed to go. 


KENTUCKY'S TREASURY DEFICIT GROWS 


Shortage for July Is $44,156, Making 
the Total Deficit Reach 


$1,146,768. 


Frankfort, Ky., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—The 
deficit in the State Treasury continues to 
grow. Assistant Auditor Johnson has fin- 
ished his report on the condition of the 
Treasury Aug. 1. The total deficit is $1,146,- 
768.87. The deficit for the month of July was 
$44,156.55, while for June it was $67,445.82. 
The total amount of warrants outstanding 
is $1,367,436.27. The expenditures during 
July were $202,297.05. The school fund has 
a balance of $113,333.42 and the sinking fund 
a balance of $151,990.83. The deficit is in 
the general expenditure fund, out of which 
salaries are paid and the various State in- 
stitutions are run. Most of the institutions 
are being run with borowed money.

DOWNEY THROWS IT OUT. 


BID OF TALBOT PAVING COMPANY 
Is SUMMARILY REJECTED. 


Commissioner of Public Works Says 
the Bidder Is Behind in Other City 
Werk and Will Not Receive Any 
Further Consideration—Represent- 
ative of the Company Denies the 
Charges Preferred—Some Contract- 
ors Said to Be Two Years Behind. 


Commissioner Downey of the Public Works 
Department inaugurated another reform 
yesterday by rejecting the bid of a paving 
contractor because the latter was behind 
in other city work, and by declaring that in 
the future conduct of the affairs of his de- 
partment no contractor would receive any 
consideration who had failed to carry out 
fully his contracts with the city in the past. 

It arose over the consideration of a bid 


‘put in by the Talbot Paving company cov- 


ing thag part of Sixty-third street from Cen- 
ter to Ashland avenues. It was the lowest 
bid submitted, but Commissioner Downey 
unhesitatingly threw it out on the stated 
ground that the company was already be- 
hind in a contract which it has with the city 
for paving South Chicago avenue. 

“This thing of.contractors getting be- 
hind in their contracts with the city has 
grown to be a great abuse,” said the Com- 
missioner yesterday, ‘‘ and I have decided 
to put a stop to it if possible. There area 
number of cheap contractors who are behind 
in their work from six months to two years, 
and it has operated as a great injustice to 
property-owners, who have been assessed 
for these improvements and have paid in 
their money, and yet have received no bene- 
fits from it. 

‘Now, I propose to put a stop to this if 
possible; to have this work done according 
to business.principles or know the reason 
why. .I want all contractors to distinctly 
understand that they need look for no con- 
sideration from this department as leng as 
they are behind in any other work they may 
have with the city. 

** The Talbot company is behind in its con- 
tract for the paving of South Chicago ave- 
nue, and that is my reason for rejecting 


their bid.’’ 

John F. Talbot, Secretary of the company, 
denied yesterday that the company was seri- 
ously behind in its work on South Chicago 
avenue. They had until Oct. 15 to complete 
their work, he said, and would doit. He 
said the particular work the company was 
behind in was filling, and this was due to the 
fact that it had to wait for the man who has 
the .¢ontract for putting in private drains 
to connect with the main sewer. The com- 
pany can do no work in concreting and curb- 
ing until these drains are in, so Mr. Talbot 
claimed. He also claimed that the elevating 
of the street railroad track between Cottage 
Grove avenue and Seventy-fifth street had 
added about 8,000 yards of filling to the orig- 


inal contract. 
He said he did not wish to seem to:criti- 


cise Commissioner Downey, but he was 
clearly mistaken when he said the company 
was behind in its South Chicago avenue 


work. 
NEW ASSESSMENTS ARE PROBABLE. 


Action Necessary in,.View of Fallin 
: Off in the Towns. ! 

The impression prevails that the County 
Board at its next regular meeting on Aug. 
15 will refuse to approve the work of several 
of the South Town Assessors and order new 
assessments in the South and West Towns 
and in the Town of Lake. 

This action, if taken, will be made nec- 
essary by the apparent deficit in the assess- 
ment of the towns over last year. 

From the returns made by the Assessors 
thus far the revenue will be about $12,500,000 
less than last year’s valuation. 

Presiderit Healy of the County Board said 
yesterday: 

‘‘ Something evidently will have to be done. 
Either the County Board can order a‘new 
assessment or the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion will adjust the matter. I am of the 
opinion it would be better for the interests 
of the taxpayers to have the County Board 
order a new assessment rather than allow 
the State Board to take off a percentage of 
taxes of some other county and put it on us.”

Commissioner Downey’s Plan to Save 
the City $15,000 a Year. 
Commissioner Downey has decided not to 
fill a number of the places recently made 
vacant in his department.

Street Paving Bids Are Opened. 

Bids were opened by the Department of 
Public Works yesterday morning for paving 
a number ‘of streets and alleys on the West 
and South Sides. The bids are being tabu- 
lated, and the contracts will be let in a few 
days. The streets to be paved are: Congress 
Park avenue, from State street to South 
Park avenue; West Twentieth street, from 
Twelfth street to Douglas Park boulevard; 
Fifty-sixth street, from State street to South 
Park avenue; Sixty-third street, from Cen- 
ter avenue to Ashland avenue. 

Mystery of Coal Weighing Frauds. 

There is a good deal of mystery surround- 
ing the location of the pumping station where 
the coal weighing frauds’are said to have 
been committed, as the Civic Federation of- 
ficials refuse to indicate its location, or the 
identity of the contractor. Secretary Eas- 
ley said, however, that it was neither of the 
three stations supplied by the Weaver Coal 
company, at Fourteenth street, Harrison 
street, and Chftago avenue.

No Cross Between Lily and Jimson 
Weed. 

(Editor of The Tribune.]—You publish an 
extract from the Baltimore Sun to the effect 
.that E. B. Du Val has a plant that is a 
cross between a lily and the jimson weed. 
The story is untrue. There is no such cross, 
nor is it possible to make such a cross. As 
every botanist knows, only certain kinds 
of plants can be crossed and the lily (any 
lily) and the jimson weed are not of these 
kinds. The writer of the Sun article has 
been deceived? I know perfectly well the 
plant that is owned by Mr. Du Val. It is 
a native of Mexico. I have grown hundreds 
of them and have grown them in Illinois 
for more than thirty years. I have dozens 
of them in my garden today. It is simply 
a Datura. We have but one that is native 
or indigenous to the Northern States. This 
is the Datura Stramonium, and was first 
noticed at Jamestown, Va., by the early 
settlers there, and, being plentiful and of- 
fensive, were by those unfriendly to James- 
town called the Jamestown weed, and that 
has degenerated into jimson weed, but in 
Mexico and in South American countries 
they have many varieties of the Datura. 
Of these I have grown the Datura Cornu- 
ccpia, which is white and purple and is the 
one Mr. Du Val has. The others | have are 
as follows: Datura Wrightii, white, but sin- 
gle, odorous; datura fastuosa pupurea, fi. pl., 
purple and double; datura fastuosa alba, fl. 
pi., white and double; datura fastuosa 
metaloides, whitish lavender and very fra- 
grant; datura fastuosa chlorantha fi. pl., 
golden yellow and double. You can buy the 
seeds of any of them in any good seed store 
in the city. -All are worth growing but all 


are coarse and rather ungainly plants.

STRIKE OF THE BOY HEATERS 1S OVER.

The strike of youthful heaters employed by 
the Chicago Ship Building company in its 
yards at South Chicago has been declared 
off, and such of the heaters as did not return 
to their work yesterday will do so today.

Babcock of the com- 
pany belittled the strike, and said the num- 
ber of boys who went out was small. . He de- 
clared no wages would be increased for the 
present. The strikers contradicted this, and 
said the company had bound itself to make 
the increase. 

The Brotherhood of Painters and Decora- 
tors yesterday referred to committees a 
number of resolutions providing for slight 
changesein the by-laws of the organization. 
There will be no session ‘today, as the vis- 
iting delegates will be given a ride over the 
city’s boulevards in coaches. Resolutions 
providing for the appointment of a commis- 
sion of five to confer with the unions of the 
Elliott faction, but to have nothing to do 
with its officers, were adopted. The con- 
test for officers, the election of whom takes 
place next Saturday before the adjournment 
of the convention, is growing interesting. A 
caucas of friends of the leading candidates 
was held last night at McCoy’s Hotel, which 
showed W. 8S.

Since the recent decision by the Supreme 
Court whereby the prosecution ‘of the orig- 
inal plans of the board was made possible, 
the Commissioners have been active in put- 
ting matters in shape for the continuation 
of the work. The feeling of the property- 
owners along the proposed drive, whose 
pocketbooks are to be directly affected, has 
been sounded and it was found th2 necessary 
levies would be forthcoming, and negotia- 
tions with some show of certajnty in them 
have been entered into with contractors. 

One of the Park Commissioners said yes- 
terday the large property-owners were pre- 
paring to hand out the funds, and as the 
board already has in the neighborhood of 
$45,000 in hand upon which to proceed it 
was voted to begin at once. . 

A small stretch of the land to be utilized 
remains to be filled, but by an arrangement 
with J. V. Farwell, who has filling to be done 
on adjoining property, the matter was dis- 
posed of. 

Plans for the new unimal house, which 
has been under consideration for some time, 
were exhibited to the board by Architect 
J. L. Silsbee. 

While the Commissioners do not yet feel 
themselves financially able to go ahead with 
the construction of the. building, they never- 
theless accepted the plans and will use them 
as it is found feasible. The house planned 
by Architect Silsbee is such that it can be 
built in seven sections, one at a time, and it 
is probable the structure will be put up by 
degrees. The whole will require an outiay 
of perhaps $65,000, but as the Commissioners 
thing ‘they cannot at present afford over 
$10,000 or $15,000, they say they will soon go 
ahead with one section. 

Bids for coal for the coming winter were 
received by the board. Twelve were sub- 
mitted, and these were referred to Supt. 
Alexander for tabulation. 

Bids for ventilating and steam fittings in 
the propagating house were also received 
and referred to Supt. Alexander for tabula- 
tion. The matter of Park Policeman Mcr 
Cormick’s expulsion from the force two 
weeks ago for an alleged insult to Bertha 
Fricke was brought up again and was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Servants, with 
power to reinstate McCormick if it became 
convinced he had been wronged. 

In reply to a communication from the 
Brotherhood of Electrical Engineers asking 
to have the positions about the park plant 
filled with union men. It was voted thatthe 
organization be requested to address another 
letter to the board if it desired consideration.
